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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a multi-memory architecture having a memory mapping 
implementation between the devices and a pin-out not less than the number of 
pins of one of the memory devices, classified in class 711, subclasses 103 and 
202. 

II. Claims 19-26, drawn to a memory access controller, classified in class 711, 
subclass 154. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as use with a memory 
access controller that does not require a segmentation identification unit, a command 
identification unit, and a memory selection unit.
